Warns Bar to Get Back to 
Basic Principles. 


Cincinnati, O., Aug. .30.—Before the 
forty-fourth annual convention today of 
‘the American Bar association Elihu 
Root urged the barristers to play an 


important role in creating public opin- | 
jon and in educating young lawyers in| 


the tundamentals of the law. 

“ Modification of the principles of law 
is going on at greater speed and in 
‘larger scope than ever before,” Mr. 
Root said. “There are decisions on 
both sides of every question you can 
imagine. Changes in the administra- 
tion of law have forced themselves 
even to the attention of the public. The 
application of law is so widely different 
from that of fifty years ago that some 
guiding line must be found. 
“Get Back to Common Law.” 

“We must seek for the principles of 
common law, which is being slowly 
‘modified by thousands of statutes and 
decisions of courts of last resort. We 
have come to the point where we must 
have done with desultory discussion 
and come: to conclusions. We must 
have a system of education requiring 
the background of the law which ex- 
‘plains the true method and scope of, 
law.” 

The former secretary of state urged 
that the bar association exercise strict 
supervision of lawyers of the coming 
generation so that the legal profession, 
might have competent men to adminis-. 
ter the law. 

A atep toward heightening the 
fluence of the bar association was pro 
posed in a committee report by 
Clarence N. Goodwin of Chicago. His 
committee suggested compulsory mem- 
bership in the bar association instead 
of voluntary, as at present, and the 
right to educate, admit, and disbar all 
members in the discretion of the as- 
sociation. 

Delayed Trials Foster Crime. 

The history of organized government 
demonstrates that the speedy trial of 
criminal cases and the swift and cer- 
‘tain punishment of criminals effects a 
reduction in the volume of crime, Ed- 
win W. Sims; president of the Chicago 
crime commission, told the association. 


+ “On the other hand,” Mr. Sims con-| 


tinued, “increased crime follows close- 
Jy on the heels of delayed trials and 
‘deferred punishment. In short,. crime 
‘increases or decreases in the propor- 
‘tion that punishment is swift amd cer- 
‘tain. The speed with which a crime is 
‘punished has a great deal more ‘to do 
with the preservation of law and order 
than the severity of punishment. 

“Criminal laws bear close analogy 
to natural laws. A child puts its hand 
in the fire but once. One experience 
is sufficient. It is not necessary that 
the injury be severe. 

Retarded by Theorists. 

' “ Existing criminal laws in America 
‘are the evolution of centuries of ex- 
perience. As they have been developed, 
they are invaluable. There are those, 
however, who attack the theory of 
punishment and who, contending that 
‘crime is a disease, recommend and 
urge that punishment be abolished and 
some other form of treatment sub- 
stituted.

“On April 1, 1920, 135 persons in- 
dicted for murder were awaiting trial 
in Chicago. Im 104 cases the accused 
were at liberty on bond. In compiling 
its report the Chicago crime commis- 
sion ran across a case eight and one- 
half years after the crime was com- 
mitted, and the defendant was plac 
on trial.”

Carson, Philadelphia, acting president 
of the association, the Ku Klux Klan 
should not be permitted to usurp the 
authority of courts. 
“A firm administration of the law is 
needed to meet conditions of criminal 
violence,” Mr. Carson said. ‘ There 
must be erderly procedure, such as a 
judge would give.

Ef- 
forts of the Ku Klux Klan or other 
organizations to enforce law only 
means more excitement, more violence, 
and such efforts have no place in the 
United States.”

THE RUSSIAN DEBACLE. 


With characteristic energy Mr. Floyd Gibbons, 
chief of The Tribune Foreign News Service, has 
reached the famine district in Russia and is first 
to give the American public a picture of the condi- 
tions there. 

It is a terrible and heartrending picture. It 
represents a community reduced to the level of 
bare animalism and its fate is far worse than that 
of dumb brutes, in the degree that humanity, even 
the most ignorant and wretched humanity, is above; 
the brute. No breakdown of a western society has 
been so complete as this in modern times. Zola 
described the confusion and ruin which fell upon 
France after the war with Russia. But if was a 
mild thing comparéd to this. Dr. Nansen, after 
visiting the afflicted regions, tells one of THE TRIB- 
UNE’S correspondents at Riga, Mr. Seldes, that the

AMERICA IN THE AIR. 


When the air travel lines were established be- 
tween London and Paris by commercial companies 
it was soon discovered that the planes could not be 
operated without a subsidy.

The companies were failing as commercial enter- 
prises when the French government intervened. 
Just as d wise maritime power keeps a merchant 
marine ae an auxiliary to its fleet, a wise govern:

to its military and naval air services. The French 
subsidized the passenger air lines. The traveler 
who pays $25 to go from Paris to London is not 
paying the cost of the trip. The actual cost is twice 
that. When the French government subsidized the 
French lines the British government was wise 
enough to subsidize the British lines, and both are 
operating every day. | 

That promotes the industry. It stimulates the 
building of planes and their improvement. Flying 
as a going enterprise in France and Great Britain 
will remain immeasurably ahead of flying in the 
United States if America discourages the inventive- 
ness and expertness which come out of continuous 
activity.

The 
answer is that some goats give rich milk 
and others puor, just as some cows give 
rich milk and others poor. There arc 
cows the milk of which runs little over 
2 per cent milk fat and others that give 
milk running 6 per cent. - . 


I am satisfied after comparing these 
analyses that in the preparation of goat’s 
milk for baby use, the dilution should be 
on the same basis with cow’s milk. It 
is asserted that the reaction of goat milk 
is different from that of cow milk and 
human milk. The evidence on that poirt 
is 80 contradictory no conclusions can 
be drawn, and there is no established 
reason for préferring goat’s milk. 

If there no chemical superiority, is 
there any biological superiority? It is 
said the fat globule of goat’s milk is 
smaller than that of cow’s milk. The 
claim may be correct, but the proof fur- 
nished in the several publications is not 
convincing. Was the comparison made 
with Holstein milk or Jersey milk? Who 
are right, those who contend for the 
easier digestibility of fat from Holstein 
milk or those who dispute the claim? 

It is claimed for goat's milk that the 
curd is lighter, more flocculent, and, 
therefore, more easily digested. Fow- 
ler says so in his book, but Cheadle, 
whose book has a separate chapter on 
that very subject, says the curd of 
goat's milk is as large and heavy as 
that of cow’s milk. On that point! the 
evidence is contradictory. 

Nevertheless, all writers are agreed 
that there are certain babfes who do 
poorly on cow’s milk and who thrive on 
goat’s milk. The reason is beyond us 
as yet. There is one advantage that 
nobody can deny, and that is that goats 
do not have any considerable amount 
of tuberculosis, while cows are riddled 
with it. eee

If the storekeeper knew that the person de- 
livering to him-had no other claim than as a 
finder, then the storekeeper should have deliv- 
ered the glasses to you on proper identifica- 
tion, and refusal would amount to a conver- 
sion entitling you to recover from the store- 
keeper the value of the glasses. If he had no 
way of knowing whether your title was better 
than that of the rival claimant, it was proper 
for him to hold the property until the diamute 
way settled, or, if necessary; to file a bill of 
interpleader. It seems probable that the for- 
mer is the case. 

- We advise you to try the effect of reporting 
the facts to the police.

“These are the commercial banks 
(state and national) and the farm loan 
associations as now established under 
the farm loan act. A new agency 
might be created in the form of a co- 
operative credit association, built upon 
lines similar to the farm loan asso- 
ciation. 

“The second essential is an agency 
which can convert a large number of 
small obligations of the farmers into 
short time debentures, or other credit 
obligations, which can be sold to the 
investing public. In other “words, 
it is necessary fo have an agency 
through which the investing public 
can be reached.”

That high wages ? the industries 
and increased transpoftation costs are 
the chief deterrents to any real re-| 
vival in business is, becoming more 
clearly recognized.

The Manhattan Rubber Manufac- 
turing company reduced salaries and 
wages 19 per cent for about 1,200 em- 
ployés, following a siMilar reduction by 
the New York Belting and Packing com- | 
pany. 

Representatives of the National Win- 
dow Glass Workers’ association are con- 
ferring with the manufacturers on a new. 
contract, the union rejecting a wage re- 


duction of 28 per cent, but being ora

Southern Pacific to Cut Rates. 


In addition to reductions in transconti- 
nental freight rates on canned _ goods, 
dried fruit and other California products, 
effective Aug. 22, the Southern Pacific 
railroad has announced reductions on 


eastern destinations, effective Oct. 3. 
The reductions range as high as 50 per 
cent on certain articles. Furthermore, 
representatives of the stee] industry and 
the railroads forming the trunk line as- 
sociation are conferring in New York 
on a reduction of rail rates on steel- 
making alloy importations. 

Further efforts of the raliroads to re- 
duce the wages outlay is shown in the 
spreading practice of “ farming out” re- 
pair work rather than do such work in.
